Tasty Dishes for Today 


CHILLED DRINKS 
AID A HOSTESS

SURE way for a hostess to 

win popularity these hot 
summer afternoons or evenings 
1s to be an expert when it comes 
to mixing and = serving chilly 
drinks—whether they have a 
kick or not. Nothing else pos- 
cesses the magic, soothing pro- 
perties that will turn a cross, 
bored guest into an enthusiastic 
one. In addition, experts are not 
assuring us that cool drinks are 
good for us. 

The body needs a lot of water 
under all conditions but espe- 
cially so when the weather is 
hot. As long as iced beverages 
are sipped slowly no harm will 
result. The body gets its liquids 
and the throat is soothed and 
cooled. The fruit juices and the 
carbonated beverages commonly 
used in mixing drinks are also 
healthful since they give us val- 
uable acids and aid the diges- 


tion. 

With all of the juicy fruits 
and bottled drinks available no 
hostess should find it difficult 
to mix up a snappy beverage on 
a moment’s notice. Here are 
just s few suggestion: : 


Pineapple-Mint 


Bruise three large sprigs of 
wasbed mint in your largest bev- 
erage pitcher, add three cups of 
canned pineapple juice, the juice 
of three lemons, the juice of 
three oranges and one-half tea- 
spoon powdered ginger mixcd 
with two tablespoons of hot 
water. Add two cups of ice 
water and a little sugar if you 
feel the punch needs it. Chill 
and serve over ice cubes. This 
will make about six servings. 


Fruit Punch 


For the fruit punch in the 
second menu, soak one-half 
pound of dried apricots over- 
night, then stew until tender in 
the water in which they were 
soaked.

Interior Secretary Helps 
A Friend Stage a Come- 
back 


HEY say that an elephant 

never forgets. Some humans 
are like elephants, and one of 
these, as far as memory goes, is 
the quiet, unassuming man ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt 
to one of the most important 
posts in his. official cabinet. This 
man is Harold L. Ickes, Secre- 
tary of the Interior. He waited 
twenty-four years before he was 
ab to help a conservative friend 
stage a comeback. 

In 1909 Mr. Ickes was a young, 
liberal lawyer in Chicago, on the 
conservative side of the Ballin- 
ger-Pinchot row which had been 
stirred up by Louis R. Glavis, a 
25-year-old Government land 
agent. So incensed were those 
in power at that time, that Pres- 
ident Taft discharged Mr. Gla- 
vis, atid a barrage of ripe toma- 
foes from the Senate old guard 
and the rock-ribbed Republican 
newspapers. 

But time. which changes ev- 
erything, changed the young, 
unknown liberal lawyer to the 
hesa of a great Gcevernment 
post. Secretary, Ickes had becn 
Mi Glavis' friend. That friend- 
ship endured. When Secretary 
Ickes took office, one of the first 
things he did was to look up his 
oid friend. He found him living 
in Larchmont. Westchester 
County, New York, and prac- 
ticing law it. New York City. Al- 
most before jou could say ‘abba- 
dabba,” Secretary Ickes sent Mr. 
Glavis to Muscle Shoals. 

Tt didn't take Mr. Glavis long 
to find somcthing interesting at 
Muscle Shoals. He is responsible 
for the current interesting argu- 
ment about the two private 
power companics and the big 
Government plant. And he avain 
finds himself in the middle of a 
controversy Back in 1909 a 
newspaper described Louis B. 
Glavis as a “trouble maker.” 

Let's turn back the pases of 
time and see just how “meddle- 
some’ Mr. Glavis was. In 1909, 
he was chief of the Field Divi- 
sion af the Generat Land Offiec. 
In Alaska he charged irregulari- 
tie. in the Cunningham coal 
claims Gifford Pinchot, now 
Governor of Pennsylvania, and 
then chief forester, supported 
Mr. Glavis. The charges swung 
in the direction of Richard A. 
Ballinger, Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. He fought back with vig- 
orous partisan support. Mr. Gla- 
vis was charged with disloyalty 
to his superiors and fired, while 
President Taft sizned a sweep- 
ing vindication of Secretary Bal- 
linger. 

Hiowever, conservative news- 
papers kept up the fight, and in 
1911, Secretary Ballinger re- 
signed and his successor, Walter 
Fisher of Chicago, sustained the 
charges against the Cunning- 
ham claims. 

And so, once again, after 
twenty-four years, Louis 8. Gla- 
Vis is special investigator for the 
Interior. Department and once 
again he is ready to show his 
talent for ferreting out irregu- 
larities against the Government.

IKE many other men in pub- 
lic life. Harold L. Ickes ‘ised 
to be a newspaper man himself. 
Years ago he was a reporter for 
the old Chicago Record. As a po- 
litical reporter he covered both 
the Republican and Democratic 
National Conventions in 1900. 
But his ambition was to be a 
lawyer, so he went to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1907. He 
had a faculty for being on the 
losing side in politics, but all that 
is changéd now. It was one of 
the losers he once supported who 
recommended him for his pres- 
ent post. This friend was Hiram 
W. Johnson, the colorful Cali- 
fornian. 

Secretary Ickes was born in 
Pennsylvanis. “de comes from a 
family whose members on both 
Sides have been natives of the 
Keystone State for nearly 309 
years. The Ickes first arrived in 
America with William Penn. 

Most folks mispronounce his 
name. It is pronounced “Ick-es” 
with a short E, His middle name 
he tries to keep a secret. The 
new Secretary of the Interior 
dislikes city life, having a hobby 
of raising flowers and shrube. 
His home at Winnetka, I1., 
boasts a ten-acre garden. Some 
of his flowers have won prizes. 

In his office in Washington 
hangs a large red, white and 
blue flag. In the box usually re- 
served for the field of blue with 
white stars, there are stripes of 
red and white, crossing each 
other. Secretary Ickes doesn’t 
know just what kind of a flag, it 
is, but admits he should. “As 
soon as I clear up some of the 
work ahead of me,” he says, ‘I’m 
going to ask one of the guides 
here to tell me.” 2
